Weidenfeld to Run for County Exec. 


Editor s Note : The well known critic Bernard T. Harlow, 
purveyor of conventional wisdom in the City of Greenbeit , 
heard the rumor that Mayor Gil Weidenfeld planned to run 
for Prince George's County Executive. The News Review 
is privileged to report on the conversation that took place 
between Harlow and Mayor Weidenfeld. 


Harlow: Mr. Mayor. I hear 
that you are planning to run for 
County Executive. 

Weidenfeld: You are correct,

If some 
people become a problem, we’ll 
just transport them to Montgom¬ 
ery or Calvert County. 

Harlow: I see. Well Mayor 
Weidenfeld.

NOF Asks Name Change 
For L Roosevelt H.S. 

The Greenbeit Chapter of the 
National Organization of Females 
(NOF) has proposed renaming 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School 
to Hillary Rodham High in hon¬ 
or of the “first female Co-pres¬ 
ident of * the United States,” 
according to Chapter President 
Fanny Bloomers. “Eleanor Roos¬

Greenbeit school board repre¬ 
sentative Suzanne Plogman has 
announced that a public hearing 
will be scheduled on the NOF 
proposal for early May. “Al¬ 
though there is merit to the pro- 
sal,” Plogman stated- “I feel that 
if the name is to be changed it 
should be changed to the Hillary 
Clinton High School, After all, 
she is a married woman,” 


Council Approves Clean Yard 
Law, City Hires Enforcer 


City Manager Daniel G. Hobbs announced the crea¬ 
tion of a new position in the Department of Planning and 
Cleanup. “John Calvin is our new Chief Yard Inspector,” 
Hobbs declared, as he introduced Calvin to the members 
of City Council at its March 29 meeting. Calvin and Hobbs 
went on to assure the Council that no violation would be 


ignored, no matter how petty. 

Earlier that night the coun¬ 
cil adopted without discussion 
the new “Clean Yard” ordinance 
which applies to all areas of the 
city except GHI, which has its 
own yard inspection program. 
Among other things, the ordin¬ 
ance prohibits ugly yard sheds, 
children’s toys in yards, lawn- 


mowers left outside, unpainted 
bird baths, hedges more than 24 
inches high, fences more than 
35 inches high and grass (in¬ 
cluding ornamental grass) taller 
than 5 centimeters.

New Panel Offers Solution 


To Center Parking Problem 


City Council will soon decide on a proposal to convert 
the Braden Field ballparks into a parking lot. The idea is 
in a “Concept Outline” drafted by a blue ribbon panel from 
several city advisory boards. 


The intent is to provide ade¬ 
quate parking — 931 spaces — 
for the commercial center, swim¬ 
ming pools, new community cen¬ 
ter, and lake park. Entrances 
would be through Candy Cane 
City playground next to the in¬ 
door pool, and on city land next 
to St Hugh’s School, 

All costs would be met by us¬ 
ing coin-operated toll gates. Fees 
would be set by users on self- 
judged “ability to pay.” 

To prevent crime, the lot would 
have a 10-foot chain link fence 
and high-intensity lighting on 
50-foot poles. A lookout post on 
top of the Recreation Center 
would be staffed by Neighbor¬ 
hood Watch volunteers. 

Present Braden Field activi¬ 
ties would move to an expanded 
Northway Field. A commercial 
lumbering firm would remove 
trees as needed without taxpay¬ 
er cost, and city crews would 
regrade the land and build the 
new fields- 


Irate Citizens Protest 
Excessive Honking 

At a tense meeting of the 
Lakeside Citizens Association 
last week, residents charged the 
police department with deliber¬ 
ately looking the other way, and 
not enforcing the city ordinance 
prohibiting swans on Greenbeit 
Lake. Citizens allege that the 
single swan residing at the lake 
has been disturbing the peace 
by excessive honking, A reliable 
source close to the police inves¬ 
tigation told the News Review 
that the animal warden has not 
been able to find the offending 
bird- “It’s been keeping a low 
profile, and when it doesn’t stick 
its neck out you can’t tell it 
from a white duck,” the source 
stated. It has also been learned 
that the city will be placing 
“Wanted” posters around the 
lake with the fugitive’s picture.

How Howard’s City Planning Ideas 
Worked Out; Two Cities Compared

The Greenbelt News Re¬ 
view recently received a pac¬ 
ket of information about 
Greenbelt 1 s English cousin 
city , Letchworth . 

Both Greenbelt and Letch¬ 
worth were experiments in 
city planning based upon the 
visions and ideas of Eben- 
ezer Howard. He advocated 
taking the best elements of 
the town and of the country 
and putting them together 
to make a town in the coun¬ 
try. 

It was Howard’s vision to 
build a new living environment 
for workers with homes having 
yards with room enough for 
gardens. These would be located 
in small cities of limited popu¬ 
lation -built upon inexpensive 
land near urban centers. The 
garden cities were also to have 
common greenspace located with- 
in the community and to be sur¬ 


rounded with a belt of agricul¬ 
tural land. Industrial sites pro¬ 
viding jobs for the residents 
were to be developed on the 
edges of the city and served by 
railroad lines. 

How does Greenbelt compare 
to Letchworth? How do these 
model planned city experiments 
compare to Howard’s ideals? 
Let’s take a look and see. 

Financing Development 

When Howard sought to bring 
his concepts to reality, he suc¬ 
ceeded in obtaining financial sup¬ 
port from a number of interested 
industrialists, some of whom had 
built model communities in which 
to house their employees. The 
basic requirement for develop¬ 
ing garden cities was that the 
site should belong to the cor¬ 
porate community and that any 
income derived from the increase 
in land values should be re¬ 
turned and devoted to the bene¬ 
fit of the community as a whole. 
The original investors were to 


get a five percent return on 
their investments. 

In 1903, the First Garden City 
Company Limited was formed. 
It purchased the Letchworth es¬ 
tate and other neighboring lands 
and employed Barry Parker and 
Raymond Unwin to prepare the 
town plan and establish develop¬ 
ment criteria. Land was parceled 
off and leased to builders for 
development. 

Development took place slow¬ 
ly through the years. It was 
difficult to attract industry to 
the site in order to provide em¬ 
ployment needed to justify the 
construction of housing. Not un¬ 
til after 1945 did rapid growth 
take place. This development re¬ 
sulted in increased land values, 
making the First Garden City 
Corporation attractive to specu¬ 
lators. A takeover battle oc¬ 
curred in the late 1950’s and ear¬ 
ly 1960’s. The Letchworth Ur¬ 
ban District Council successfully 
promoted legislation which cre-

At the March 29 regular meet¬ 
ing, the Greenbelt City Council: 

Approved an ordinance per¬ 
mitting city employees to use 
up to six weeks of sick leave 
to be with a newly adopted child. 

Received a certificate of ap¬ 
preciation from the Maryland 
National Guard for the coopera¬ 
tion of the citizens and police 
and fire departments during the 
civil disturbance training con¬ 
ducted in January. 

Authorized the police depart¬ 
ment to apply for two grants 
from the Governor’s Commission 
on Drug and Alcohol Abuse. One 
would fund the continuation of 
a current program, the other 
allow the hiring of an additional 
officer. City contributions would 
be required for both grants. 

Received the first report from 
the Youth Advisory Council. The 
report discussed the reasons why 
students may be leaving the 
grounds of Roosevelt High 
School during the school day and 
recommending joint efforts by 
school administrators, police, stu¬ 
dents and the community to cur¬ 
tail the situation.

Bus Route Change Proposals 
Of Concern to City Council

On April 13, the Greenbelt City Council will hold an 
open meeting to receive citizen comments regarding the 
bus route changes proposed by the county Office of Trans¬ 
portation (OT). The Washington Metropoltan Area Trans¬ 
portation Authority (WMATA) will revise bus routes in the 
county when the Metro Green Line stations, including 
Greenbelt, open in December. Whenever WMATA opens a 
new rail segment, it reconfigures the bus routes in the sur¬ 
rounding area to eliminate overlaps between the rail and 


bus routes. 

The changes proposed by the 
OT include eliminating the R-ll 
and R-15 routes, rerouting the 
F-6 so it no longer serves either 
old Greenbelt or Beltway Plaza 
and creaing a new R-3 route 
running between the Greenbelt 
and Fort Tptten stations. It will 
run directly from Cherrywood 
Lane to Greenbelt Road, provid¬ 
ing little service within the city. 
The R-12 route will be changed 
to include service on Mandan, 
Ora Glen and Hanover Parkway 
and the T-15 will see service 
to Capital Office Park elimin¬ 
ated but little change to the rest 
of the route. There will be no 
changes in the frequency of ser¬ 
vice on these routes. 

The Greenbelt City Council 
discussed these changes at its 
March 15 regular meeting. Di¬ 
rector of Planning and Develop¬ 
ment Celia Wilson had several 
concerns. One, was that the eli¬ 
mination of the R-ll and R-15, 
combined with no increase in the 
frequency of the T-15 trips, will 
leave commuters waiting longer 
for the bus- In addition, she 
said that with these changes, 
the bus system will change from 
a regional transportation net¬ 
work to a feeder system to the 
rail stations. In addition, a trip 


to downtown Washington will 
cost more by rail than it did 
by bus. 

“Doesn’t Feed Well*’ 

Council member Thomas White 
complained that the new route 
system “doesn’t even feed well.” 
He suggested the public meet¬ 
ing. 

Council members Antoinette 
Bram and Rodney Roberts also 
expressed concern about how 
citizens, particularly those who 
do not drive, would travel be¬ 
tween different county locations. 

WMATA will hold at least one 
public hearing on the proposed 
changes, probably in late May. 
After the public hearing, and a 
waiting period to receive written 
comments, the WMATA board 
will take final action on the 
proposed route changes. 

According to OT Transporta¬ 
tion Planner Terry Potts, the 
public hearing has not yet been 
scheduled- He said the county is 
preparing material on the pro¬ 
posed changes that will be dis¬ 
tributed in public areas, such as 
county libraries, by WMATA 
before the hearing. This infor¬ 
mation is not yet available, how¬ 
ever.

Resident Indicted by Grand 
Jury in Fatal Hit and Run

A Prince Georges County Grand Jury on March 26 
indicted Cary Paul Wade of 10 C Plateau for the February 
5 hit and run accident that killed long-time resident and 
activist Tillie Wetter. Mrs. Wetter was struck while cros¬ 
sing Ridge Road after leaving services at the Mishkan 


Torah Synagogue. She lived 

Assistant States Attorney Jim 
Papirmeister told the News Re¬ 
view that “Leading the 16 count 
indictment were motor vehicle 
manslaughter, homicide while 
driving intoxicated, failure to 
remain at the scene of a hit 
and run and failure to return 
to the scene of a hit and run.” 
Other counts included reckless 
driving, failure to obey traffic 
control devices, failure to exer¬ 
cise due care to avoid colliding 
with a pedestrian and failure to 
reduce speed when approaching 
and crossing an intersection. 

Papirmeister explained that 
after someone is indicted, the 
person will have an arraignment 
followed by a “hearing and readi¬ 
ness conference” before the 
Court. The latter involves the 
judge meeting with the attor¬ 
neys to ascertain “readiness to 
litigate any pre-trial motions” 
and whether there should be a 
plea or a trial “if the defend¬ 
ant so chooses and if the Court 
accepts.” 

From the time Greenbelt po¬ 
lice officers responded to the ac¬ 
cident scene on Feb. 5 until 
mid-March when the depart¬ 
ment’s findings were complete 
and turned over to the States 
Attorney's office, 13 members 
of the force had been involved 
in various capacities in the in¬ 
vestigation. 

Officer George Mathews, 
spokesman for the Greenbelt Po¬ 
lice Department, said, “In a ve¬ 
hicular accident involving a fa¬ 
tality, the evidence and charges 
must be reviewed by the Grand 
Jury members Who decide wheth¬ 
er an indictment is warranted.” 

Mathews and Papirmeister 
pointed out that while the in¬ 
vestigation was underway and 


in the 9 court of Ridge, 
until the grand jury heard the 
case, no information could be 
disclosed for fear of prejudicing 
the case. 

Process 

Mathews explained that when 
officers respond to an accident 
scene where there has been a 
fatality, , it is considered a 
“crime” scene. First, medical as¬ 
sistance is given, then the police 
secure the “crime scene,” and 
stop the flow of traffic whether 
it’s on a side street or a major 
highway. Extensive measure¬ 
ments, photographs, and dia¬ 
grams are taken and people on 
the scene are questioned and the 
area is canvassed as well- For 
example, an alert witness to 
the hit and run accident gave 
police the license number of the 
fleeing car. 

In the next stage of the in¬ 
vestigation, a police officer is 
assigned to reconstruct the acci¬ 
dent and follow through with 
the investigation. Mathews noted 
that the complication in the hit 
and run accident was that “a 
vital piece of evidence (the car 
and the driver) was no longer 
on the scene. Consequently, he 
said, “this required even more 
extensive investigation.” 

After the investigation was 
completed, the report was sent 
to Papirmeister, the assistant 
state's attorney assigned to re¬ 
view the evidence. His respon¬ 
sibility was to continue and di¬ 
rect the investigation and to 
meet with the Greenbelt Police 
Department’s investigative offi¬ 
cer to review the case together 
and determine what charges 
could possibly apply. Then 
Papirmeister presented the case

Ebenezer Howard’s City Planning Ideas 


(Cont. from page 1) 


a ted the Letchworth Garden City 
Corporation to manage and de¬ 
velop the community. 

When new corporation 'bought 
out the original corporation, it 
was required by law to use all 
profits for the benefit of the 
community as a whole. -After 
paying off its debt, the new 
corporation has thus constructed 
a variety of public facilities for 
the community. 

Greenbelt, by comparison, was 
an experiment of the New Deal 
Administration of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt and the brain child 
of Rexford Guy Tugwell, Direc¬ 
tor of the Resettlement Adminis¬ 
tration of the Department of 
Agriculture. It was the first of 
three model planned communi¬ 
ties built by the government 
upon land purchased by the gov¬ 
ernment All the homes and com¬ 
mercial facilities built were 
leased rather than sold. 

However, in the early 1950’s 
the government sold Greenbelt, 
with most of the original hous¬ 
ing purchased by a cooperative 
formed by Greenbelt residents. 
Although the cooperative acquir¬ 
ed 850 acres of vacant land which 
could have been developed and 
sold, with the profits used to 
benefit the cooperative owners,' 
most of this land was quickly 
sold to a private developer in 
order to reduce the organiza¬ 
tion’s debt and tax obligations. 
That land, and other land sold 
directly ‘by the government, have 
now been developed to the bene¬ 
fit of the developers. 

Relation to Central City 
Howard’s vision was first ex¬ 
pressed in a book, “Tomorrow: A 
Peaceful Path to Real Reform,” 
published in 1898 at a time when 
the world’s population was small¬ 
er and modes of transportation 
were quite different. He envis¬ 
ioned building the garden cities 
in a ring around an urban cen¬ 
ter city with a population of 
58.000. When one garden city 
obtained its ideal size of 32,000, 
the next city would be begun, 
until all six surrounding the ur¬ 
ban center were complete. To 
achieve this ideal would have 
required far greater control over 
land use and development than 
was or is the case in either 
England or this country. 

Letchworth is located about 
35 miles north of London and 
a little over 20 miles from Cam¬ 
bridge. Both cities are much 
larger than the 58,000 popula¬ 
tion core city envisioned by 
Howard. Letchworth is now 
probably within the greater 
London metropolitan area. 

Greenbelt was planned to be 
a suburb of Washington, D.C., 
again a much larger core city. 
There were no plans to build 
other garden cities around the 
core city- 

Gneenbelts 

Howard’s garden city concept 
envisioned each community to be 
surrounded by agricultural land 
upon which would be grown pro¬ 
duce to feed the city’s residents. 
An important aspect of his ideal 
was to combine the best ele¬ 
ments of town and country. Nei¬ 
ther Letchworth nor Greenbelt 
fully achieved that concept. 

Most of the 3,818 acres ac¬ 
quired for Letchworth has been 
made available for development. 
It appears that a small greenbelt 
surrounds the community but 
that much of it may not be used 
for agricultural purposes. In¬ 
stead it has become open space. 
The Letchworth Corporation op¬ 
erates 130 acres as a demonstra¬ 
tion working farm open to the 
public. The literature received 
by the News Review is unclear 


as to -what has happened to the 
countryside originally surround¬ 
ing Letchworth and not part of 
the planned community. 

Greenbelt was located in an 
area of worn out tobacco farms. 
The site was chosen because the 
Department of Agriculture was 
already acquiring land in the 
area for the new Agricultural 
Research Center. Five square 
miles of land was purchased for 
Greenbelt, enough to build a 
larger community than originally 
constructed and to provide for 
a greenbelt. 

Unfortunately, the planners 
concentrated on building the 
community as funded. No offi¬ 
cial ultimate town plan was 
adopted although some concepts 
were put forth. Nor was the 
greenbelt clearly defined. Such 
plans as existed were ignored 
when the government chose to 
sell off Greenbelt in the early 
1950’s. 

Even so, when the cooperative 
formed by residents bought most 
of the original housing, it also 
purchased 850 acres of undevel¬ 
oped land surrounding the orig¬ 
inal community, thereby assur¬ 
ing that it would control a green¬ 
belt around it. However, as noted 
above, most of this land subse¬ 
quently sold to private develop¬ 
ers. In ).ater years, the City re¬ 
purchased or otherwise acquired 
some of this land at much higher 
prices. These acquisitions includ¬ 
ed Parcels 1 and 2, the surplus 
school property, and land along 
the shore and in the vicinity of 
Greenbelt Lake. 

Today Greenbelt lacks a green¬ 
belt but still has large areas of 
minimally developed lands in and 
around it, including the Belts- 
ville Agricultural Research Cen¬ 
ter, Greenbelt Park, and the 
Parcel 1 and 2 acquisitions. 

Town Plans 

In Howard’s time, the railroad 
was the principal mode of travel. 
He proposed rail links between 
the core city and each of the 
ring garden cities, as well as a 
ring railroad around each gar¬ 
den city to serve the industrial 
areas. The core of his communi¬ 
ties were to be parks. Between 
the core parkland and the outer 
ring of industrial land were to

be the residential, commercial 
and civic areas. A circular road, 
a grand avenue, would serve 
these areas. The community’s 
civic buildings, churches, and oth¬ 
er public buildings would be lo¬ 
cated along the grand avenue. 
Highways were not an important 
part of Howard’s concept 

Letchworth is located along 
either side of the Cambridge 
Branch of the Great Northern 
Railroad, which became an im¬ 
portant feature of the city plan. 
Roads paralleling the railroad on 
either side and about a mile 
apart became the outer boun¬ 
daries of the community. Al¬ 
though the city plan utilized ex¬ 
isting topography, it is quite 
geometric, emphasizing major 
and minor axes. 

The plan’s central feature is 
the railroad station. Extending 
from this- at an angle is the 
broad avenue along which public 
buildings were to be located, a 
feature which has been only par¬ 
tially achieved. The commercial 
district is located near the sta¬ 
tion to one side of the avenue. 
The central park, called Norton 
Commons is located on the other 
side of the railroad tracks. Resi¬ 
dential development has taken 
place throughout this area. 

To the east, a road was built 
to connect the two outer parallel 
roads. East of that road was the 
planned area for industrial de¬ 
velopment. Industrial develop¬ 
ment has occurred, but to a less¬ 
er extent than originally envis¬ 
ioned. Some industrial develop¬ 
ment also took place in areas 
originally planned for residential 
development, a compromise nec¬ 
essary to attract the businesses. 

A major road from the north 
to London is located nearby and 
now provides expressway access 
to the garden city. 

Greenbelt’s plan, to a greater 
extent than its sister cities, takes 
advantage of the natural topo¬ 
graphy, with the planned city’s 
two principal streets following 
a natural ridge line which curved 
somewhat in the shape of a fish¬ 
hook. This shape enabled the 
town planners to place the com¬ 
mercial and community facilities 
in the inside of the curve and to 
ring it with residential develop-

ment. Although built only as a 
two-lane road, sufficient right- 
of-way was established for Cres¬ 
cent Road to become the city’s 
grand avenue- 

The Baltimore and Ohio Rail¬ 
road mainline is located on the 
western edge of the city, al¬ 
though neither railroads nor 
highways appear to have been 
important considerations in the 
development of Greenbelt The 
city’s original construction did 
not include industrial develop¬ 
ment, and early residents w T ere 
forced into long and difficult 
commutes to Washington. 

Because land for highways was 
easily available in Greenbelt and 
because the city is located in a 
line between Baltimore and 
Washington and at the outer 
fringes of development in the 
1960’s when the Beltway was 
constructed, Greenbelt has now 
become a major highway cross¬ 
roads. With the relocation of a 
commuter rail station to Green¬ 
belt and the construction of an 


adjacent terminal station for the 
METRO E line route, Greenbelt 
now is becoming an important 
rail stop as well. 

Although early plans and zon¬ 
ing called for extensive areas 
for industrial development to the 
west of Edmonston Road (Kenil¬ 
worth Avenue), it never oc¬ 
curred. Instead the land even¬ 
tually was developed with garden 
apartments, a shopping center 
and an office park. 

While Greenbelt did not keep 
its green-belt, it did obtain and 
maintain a core park, Buddy At- 
tick Park and Braden Field. 

Because the vacant land was 
sold off to private developers, 
the profits from increased land 
value did not inure to the bene¬ 
fit of its residents directly. 
Greenbelt and Prince Georges 
County have built a number off 
fine public facilities by levying 
taxes. Since these taxes have 
taken away from the profits of 
the landowners, it can be argued 
that at least to some extent the 
profits of the community have 
been used to the benefit of its 
residents.

JOE'S TIPS OF THE WEEK 

Hello again I ! ! 

Have you ever had the feeting that your vehicle seemed to be 
a'l over 'the road, that it had a mind o.f its own? Some of the 
piofclem could he the condition of the road over which you have 
no control. However, the problem could well be the vehicle's sus¬ 
pension system such as worn out shocks, struts, or even the 
springs. Over time, these components lose their ability to stabilize 
wheel bounce and to maintain proper body height which is needed 
far proper control. 

All vehicles incorporate some type of suspension controlling 
devices. In most cases after five years, or about 50 thousand miles, 
these components do not react as they once did. Most of the com¬ 
plaints are sloppy Steering, a poor ride when on bumpy roads or 
during lane changing. At least 50 f /< of the time these conditions 
are misread as a defective front end component or a misalignment 
condition. One tell-tale sign of component wear is hydraulic oil 
passing out of the shock or strut area. This is a positive sign 
of >a piston seal leaking, requiring replacement since it is not 
a serviceable component. 

You will be surprised at the outcome after replacing these 
components. Integrity and tightness is restored as well as the 
safety factor. It’s like putting on that new pair of shoes. It 
makes you feel like dancing!

Routines — like giving baths, 
like cooking dinner—can pile up 
so that what’s right in front 
of my eyes is a blur. On a good 
day, standing over a pot stirring 
tomatoes, onions, and green pep¬ 
pers, I can come to my senses 
and get a whiff of what sur¬ 
rounds me: my healthy family; 
fresh food; a warm house; sim¬ 
ple good fortune. 

But usually I let the rituals, 
so full of unconscious movement, 
slip past- It is the show-stop¬ 
pers that slow me down enough 
so that I realize they might 
belong in a photograph. Certain¬ 
ly birthdays, vacations and snow¬ 
storms get into our photo al¬ 
bums. But what about the morn¬ 
ing sunlight shimmering on the 
car stopped at a red light? What 
about the afternoon hug a little 
sister gets from her brother? 
What about the evening arrival 
of a hardworking mate? 

My parents have a broad view 
of what makes an extraordinary 
photographic event. During din¬ 
ner with their family at a res¬ 
taurant, they halt everyone mid¬ 
bite and require a picture. Wait¬ 
resses maneuver trays around 
our table as we crain necks, lean 
into each other and laugh at the 
lens. But that all too ephemeral 
meal gets recorded. This is rath¬ 
er existential of my parents be¬ 
cause what they’re doing is sav¬ 
oring the unspectacular. 

Now I copy them, but using 
a camera is optional. What I'm 
after is both standing outside 
the picture taking it, and being 
included. It’s a twist on the 
“Carpe Diem” idea. Instead of 
“seizing the day”. I try to “seize 
the moment” so that I can taste 
how rich this coffee is or how 
exhilarating it is to chase the 
children. 

Or how convenient it is that 
my nose-bleed has stopped and 
I can get up and collect those 
tiny, toweled bodies- Bodies that 
are warm from the bath, sweet 
from the soap. One yaks, the 
other sings. I take a mental pic¬ 
ture of them and title it, “An 
Ordinary Monday Bath.”
